VID McK RIOCH, M.D. 


Psychoanalytic Theory, The Concept Stress, and 


Psychophysiological Observations. 


Dr. Rioch is one of an unfortunately small number of scientists who have successfully combined 
psychoanalytic training and practice with an equally thorough knowledge of neurophysiology. His 
bibliography includes significant contributions in both fields. He is the Director, Division of Neuro- 
psychiatry, Walter Reed Army Institute of Research and President of the Washington School of Psy - 
chiatry. A former Director of Research, at Chestnut Lodge Sanitarium, Rockville, Maryland, he 
still retains a vigorous interest in the treatment of institutionalized patients and in the methodologi - 
cal problems related to studies conducted in a hospital setting. 


None is better qualified through training and experience to speak authoritatively on the application 
of psychoanalytic theory to the treatment of children. Moreover, as a training analyst, as Executive 
Secretary of The Topeka Institute for Psychoanalysis and as a Training Consultant in the Divisian of 
Child Psychiatry of the Menninger Foundation, Dr. Ekstein has devoted a significant portion of his 
career to teaching and supervising psychotherapy. His research on therapy with borderline and psy- 
chotic children and his observations on the problems of supervision have been reported in a variety 
of professional journals. 


Dr. Sanford’s career is illustrative of the mobility and breadth of interest of the present-day 
professor of psychology. Although primarily identified with the University of California, he is also 
Director of the Mary Conover Mellon Foundation of Vassar College, and a member of both the 
New England and San Francisco Psychoanalytic Societies. In recent years he has been an Affiliate 
of the Tavistock Institute of Human Relations, London, Bngiand and a Consultant to a Cross-Cultural 
Research Group in Cairo, Egypt and Beirut, Lebanon. Thus Dr. Sanford is unusually well-equipped 
to discuss meaningfully the problems involved in reconciling scientific rigor with the complexities of 
clinical or field studies. 


As Director of Psychotherapy at Chestnut Lodge, Rockville, Maryland, Dr. Will is primarily en- 
gaged in the practice and supervision of intensive psychotherapy with both neurotic and psychotic 
patients and is also unusually well-equipped to discuss the implications of general hospital activities 
and administration for the treatment process. He is an instructor in the Washington Psychoanalytic 
Institute and a member of the faculty of the Washington School of Psychiatry. 


In his dual role as Assistant Professor in the Department of Psychiatry, Yale University School 
of Medicine and Chief, Clinical Psychology Service, Dr. Schafer has a continuing interest in both 
the theory and practice of psychodiagnostic testing. He is also a consultant at West Haven V. A. 
Hospital, Connecticut State Hospital and Yale University Department of University Health; a member 
of the Executive Committee, Division of Clinical Psychology and a member of the Board of Trustees 
of the Society for Projective Techniques. Recent publications include The Clinical Application of 
Psychological Tests and Psychoanalytic Interpretation in Rorschach Testing. 


Attention will be focussed chiefly on current cnnacepts of stress and anxiety partic- 
ularly in the light of recent developments in ego-theory. Findings from clinical observa- 
tion and field studies as well as experimental research will form an integral part of the 
discussions. This course should be of particular interest to psychologists engaged in 
research or practice in general medical and surgical hospitals or clinics. 


Psychotherapeutic Work with Borderline and Psychotic Conditions Children 


Dr. Ekstein will discuss basic modes of communication in child psychotherapy and 
the special patterns of communications through play, acting and fantasy in neurotic and 
psychotic syndromes. He will analyze the interplay between therapist and child from 
treatment records and outline the parameters of child psychoanalysis by illustrating 
necessary alterations in the ideal model devised for psychotherapy with adults. Psy- 
chologists actively practicing in child guidance clinics or residential settings will be 
equally interested in Dr. Ekstein's comments on work with parents and on the problems 
of maintaining a therapeutic milieu. 


Psychoanalysis and Personality Research 


Discussion of psychoanalytically oriented experimental studies wili be organized 
around such themes as conditions of personality change, levels of functioning within 
the personality, identification and superego formation, ego control and ego identity . 
Other topics which may be explored are authoritarionism, masculinity-femininity and 
impulsivity. 


Psychotherapeutics applied Schizophrenic Patients 


Psychotherapy with schizophrenic people both acutely and chronically ill, ambulatory 
and hospitalized will be discussed in relation to onset, initial interviews, patient- 
therapist relationship, treatment goals and selected recurrent therapeutic problems. 
Participants may present case material and additional topics will reflect the interests 
of group members. 


Ego Processes Psychological Test Responses 


Discussion will focuson problems and methods of interpreting adaptive and defensive 
resources actual and potential. Rorschach, TAT and WAIS results will be considered 
in the light of inaights into ego psychology provided by the work of S. Freud, Anna 
Freud, Kris, Rapaport, and Erikson. Normal and pathological records will be reviewed 
in advance by the group members and discussed at seminar meetings.

PSYCHOTHERAPY COMMITTEE. Dr. Cohen reported the progress the committee 
developing questionnaire psychotherapy training sent universities.
